LONDON, Dec. 13 (UP Lord 
Woolton, Food Minister, said to- 
day that Great Britain’s meat ra- 
tion will be reduced further “fairlly 
soon” as shortages — attributed to 
transport difficulties — were re- 
ported from some London districts.

» Lord Lothian's last speech which he 
dropped into the lap of the American people 


was an open summons to the United States } 


to hurry up and get into the war by way of 
providing U. S. convoys to British ships. 

The war cry which this ch repre- 
sents is pressure from the British Cabinet. 
This pressure continues though its author 
has just died. It will continue through the 
conspiratorial hands of Lothian’s successor, 
whoever he may be. 

Hard, shrewd, greedy bargaining is go- 
ing on behind the scenes between the two 
disinterested friends of “civilization.” The 
secret loan talks at Washington are rife with 
this financial tug-of-war as each of the part- 
ners in the holy crusade seeks to stick a 
knife into the back of the other. 


Washington covets the vast British \pos- 
sessions. Britain tries to make Washington 
the “sucker” who will finance the war and 
come out second best in the division of world 
empire. 

All the pious obituaries for the departed 
British agent cannot conceal the horse- 
trading between the London-U. S. banks. 
When Secretary Morgenthau and Secretary 
Hull inform the world that only Congress 
can approve a war loan to Britain, this is an 
ostentatious form of haggling with London. 
It is counter-pressure to the ex-Lord Loth- 
ian; it is a tip-off to his successor. 

It is a significant fact that the British 
Communists have warned the English peo- 
ple that the plan to finance this war by 
loans from the U. S. constitutes a threat 
against the English people’s independence 
and security. Such Wall Street loans 
threaten to mortgage the English people. 
No doubt, if they had to pay back, the 
British bankers would sweat it out of the 
English working class, just as the German 
capitalists sweated their war payments 
out of their workers. 


Similarly, these war loans would be a 
menace to the American people’s safety. 
They would be wrung from our population 
in taxes, just as the war debts of the last 
war have been taxed out of the people since 
1917. It is the people on both sides who will 
have to pay for this banker’s deal between 
Washington and London, no matter which 
banking group comes out on top. 


In the secret negotiations which Lord 
Lothian started with the White House he 
started something which the British and 
American people have a common desire to 
stop. 

In fact, this anti-war, anti-imperialist co- 
operation between the British and American 
people is the only British-U. S. collaboration 
that would benefit the majority on both sides 
of the water, even if it put a stop to the prof - 
itable trade in blood money now going on.

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Invasion of Britain Still Possible, 
Red Army Paper Says in Article

MOSCOW, Dec. 13.—Invasion of 
Britain by German forces, difficult 
as it may be, is not impossible, “Red 
Star,” organ of the Red Army, com- 
ments today in a review of the in- 
ternational situation. 

“The systematic mass blows of 
the German air force at the most 
important industrial centers and 
ports of Great Britain.” the journal 
says, “are regarded by foreign ob- 
severs as part of Germany's plan 
of preparations for invasion.” 

The review points out that lead- 
ing British military circles regard 
the danger as a very real one and 
“are taking appropriate measures 
for strengthening the defense of 
England.” 

Continuing, “Red Star” writes: 

“In récent days the perspectives 
of the Anglo-German war are sub- 
ject to much discussion in the Amer- 
ican press and that of Buropean 
neutral countries. The majority of 
observers agree that although a 
German invasion of the British 
Isles would involve great difficul- 
ties it is nevertheless possible of 
realization under certain conditions. 

“The systematic mass blows of 
German air forces at the most im- 
portant industrial centers and ports 
of Great Britain are regarded by 
foreign observers as part of Ger- 
many's general plan of preparations 
for invasion. 

“Leading British military circles 
also consider the danger of inva- 
sion a real one arid are taking ap- 
propriate measures for strengthen- 
ing the defense of England. 

“Whatever the future course of 
events may be, if the British navy 
retains domination on the sea and 
the system of anti-aircraft defense 
proves adequately effective, the task 
of*invasion of the British Isles will 
present exceptional difficulties. 

“The new forms of struggle em- 
ployed by Germany are making 
their imprint upon Anglo-American 


military cooperation. Were all the 
plans for the extension of Anglo- 
American cooperation spoken of by 
the British and part of the Ameri- 
car press realized, England's mili- 
tary resources would undoubtedly 
increase. 

“Significant in this connection is 
the interest with which Germany 
and Italy are watching the prog- 
ress of the official and unofficial 
negotiations between Great Britain 
and the United States. 

“In determining its position on 
the question of aid to Great Brit- 
ain, Washington is guided primari- 
ly by its own interests. The send- 
ing of a group of American offi- 
cers to London with a “secret mis- 
sion” and the trip of Colonel Dono- 
van to the British forces in the 
Near East testify that the American 
government, while preparing to take 
further decisions, is carefully study- 
ing the military situation of Brit- 
ain and watching the development 
of military operations in all thea- 
tres. 

TOKIO’S PLIGHT 

“Both the foreign and the Japa- 
nese press lately note the growth of 
economic difficulties and the aggra- 

e the internal political sit- 
uation in Japan. Whereas the total 
oe oudget in 1940 comprised 
5 821,000,000 yen, the expenditures 
on the war in China in three and a 
half years reached the imposing 
figure of 16,000,000,000 yen. The ex- 
penditures on military purposes 
comprise two-thirds of the total ex- 
penditures of Japan. 

“At present the country’s na- 
tional debt has reached nearly 
27,000,000,000 ven. Japan's gold re- 
serves are becoming exhausted. 
From 64669000 000 before the war 
against China it has now dropped 
to $100,000,000. 

“The protracted war in China 
and the new military measures in 
connection with its advance south- 
wards has demanded of the Japa- 


nese Government the mobilization 
of new means and, the reorganiza- 
tion of the economic as well as the 
internal political life of the country. 

“Prince Konoye’s Cabinet, which 
came to power six months ago with 
the support of military circles, has 
begun the energetic realization of 
this reorganization. In addition to 
the formation, under the govern- 
ment, of a political organ known as 
‘The Association for the Support of 
the Throne,’ the Cabinet is devel- 
oping a plan of full control of in- 
dustry, with the aim of better reg- 
ulation of ‘wartime economy.’ 

INTERNAL RIFTS 

“The intensification of govern- 
ment control of economy has 
aroused the opposition of business 
circles. Dissatisfaction with the in- 
ternal political measures of the 
Cabinet is particularly expréssed 
by some members of Parliament and 
leading members of the dissolved 
political parties, who regard the 
formation of the ‘Association for 
Support of the Throne’ as a viola- 
tion of the constitution. 

“Among those dissatisfied with 
the new line of the Konoye Cabi- 
net are Generals Araki and Ugaki. 
Reflecting the opinions of the ‘old’ 
concerns and court circles inter- 
ested in the consolidation of the 
territories conquered in China, they 
oppose the measures of the Japa- 
nese Government, which demand 
great sacrifices for the realization 
of the new program of foreign poli- 
cies. 

“In connection with internal po- 
litical difficulties Hiranuma, chair- 
man of the Privy Council, was re- 
cently included in the Cabinet. For- 
eign observers consider that the 
inclusion of Hiranuma in the Cabi- 
net is a concession to right circles 
and regard this inclusion as an at- 
tempt to mollify the tense situa- 
tion within the country. It is con- 
sidered, also that this is only a tem- 
porary compromise.”

Under the date of Jan. 10 of this year Mr. Henry 
L. Stimson wrote a letter to the New York Times 
Asking for a ban on war exports to Japan. The fol- 
lowing are brief excerpts from that letter: 

“For three years the great resources of our country 
to a major degree have been thrown continuously to 
the aid of wrong-doing in the Far East.” 

“It is not our national legislation which is at fault, 
but a comparatively small number of individual Amer- 
icans who are directly responsible, chiefly the mer- 
chants who are selling to Japan the ore, steel and 
scrap iron indispensable for her bombs, and the large 
cil producers who are selling to her the even more 
indispensable aviation gasoline for her planes.” 

“The real responsibility therefore rests first upon 


the comparatively small group of Americans who have 
been willing to soil their hands with this dirty traffic; 
and, secondly, upon those political leaders who have 
tried to frighten our government from doing anything 
to prevent the wrong by warning them that to do 80 
would surely lead them into war with Japan.” 

And editorially the Times referred to the Stimson 
letter in part as follows: 0 


“Mr. Stimson’s letter is a forceful argument for an 
American embargo on the shipments to Japan of sup- 
plies which enable that country to make war on China. 
American ore, American scrap iron and American gaso- 
line are Japanese allies in this war. From no other 
country does Japan receive so much assistance.” 

Today, Mr. Stimson is a highly-ranking member 
of the Administration that to this day is doing very 
little to stop the dirty traffic, and that just the other 
day gave its official sanction to an agreement for the 
supplying of a larger amount of oil to Japan from 
West Indies oilfields.

When you want to find out about the basketball team 
at Long Island University you have to speak to the Direc- 
tor of Athletics, the Associate Professor of Accounting, 
the Director of the School of Physical Education, the head coach of 
football and the director of recreational activities at Manhattan Beach 
That's one way of saying professor Clair Bee of West Virginia; Waynes- 
burg College, AB. BCS. MCS. and MA. To make up for the big 
gap in his schedule created when LIU dropped baseball. of which he 
Was coach, Clair has just written an extensive book on basketball. He 
Also has found time to help conduct a clinic for the Trade Union 
Athietic Association basketball league and address the “End Discrimi- 
nation in Sports” rally at the World's Fair conducted by the labor 
Organization during the summer. 


How good a basketball coach is he? Well, in the past six 
years the LIU teams have played 159 games and won 149 and it 
wasn't done with mirrors, but with boys from the local public 
high schools. Of course he's gotten some pretty good boys to 
start with, but he's known what to do about developing them 
further. There's very little you can do about a record like that 
but shake your head and say “What the Hell!” 


Hes had two undefeated teams, a rarity in basketball. There was 
the 1935-36 team, with Bender. Kramer. Merson and Russo, that won 
26 without being licked. An even better team, and in this rather rabid 
court fans opinion the greatest college outfit of all times, was the 
undefeated combine of two years ago that won 21 and lost 0 and swept 
through the National Tourrey at the Garden on high. That was the 
team with Torgoff, Kaplowitz, HilJhouse, Bromberg. Newfhan and King 
But there’s another Garden basketball season starting tonight and 
the ‘40-41 combine is the one fans are interested in at the moment. 
Clair is not too optimistic about the prospects of this bunch, though of 
course they may yet change his mind. You have to understand that 
when he's pessimistic he’s not kidding, but that his idea of a not so 
hot team can still leave room for it to be one of the best ten teams 
in the country. Now here’s the way the boys look to him on the 
eve of the game with the tall boys from Oregon. 

Q. “Well, how's the club really looked so far?” 

A. “Not so good. They just aren't playing the kind of basket- 
ball they should. Of course, King has been slowed up by football 
and hasn't been right yet and that hurts, but the other boys 
haven't come along the way they should. Schectman, Lobello 
and Schwartz are good ball players, but they're not much better 
than they were as sophomores two years ago. .I don't know, 
maybe it's my coaching for all I know.” 


Q. Well, even with the handicap of your coaching they won 
lost 3 last year. Should they do as well this time? 


A. Well, honestly I dont think so. Competition is keener all 
around and so far they haven't looked as good as they did last 
year. Maybe a little touch of senioritis too, Every coach bumps 
into that, 


Q. Senior teams have a way of snapping out of apparent doldrums 
and fooling even pessimistic coaches. And how is junior Beenders 
doing? Has he come along? Any of the sophomore crop help? 


A. Beenders will play some good ball, but he’s never lived 
up to that one night flash against New Mexico. He's handy 
around the backboard and as soon as King is feeling right they'll 
be a tough pair underneath, Lobello will pop some, Schectman 
run—oh, we'll win some ball games It's not a bad team, but it 
should have been a great team by now and it isn’t. Cohen is 
the only one of the sophs who fits in with the varsity and he's 
still too shy. He can do things with the ball but he’s too anxious 
to give it away to the veterans. 


. Well, I hope they win a few more than you expect. And in 
the meanwhile, what's that I hear about your freshmen—four of the 
big boys from Madison, that Rothenberg of Roosevelt—6-7, is he good? 

vou can keep this off the record if you want—how do you think 
they'd do against the varsity right now?’ 

A. (With enthusiasm)—You can put it right on the record. 
This is going to be a really great team. They can beat the regu- 
lars right now, and have done it. They can beat an awful lot 
of varsities. Those kids from Madison are swell boys, natural 
ball players and can learn. Rothenberg? Wait till you see him. 

A big boy with natural grace. Where'd you ever see that? This 
bunch looks so good to me I'm figuring on going out to the 
Coast for some games next year for the first time. 


. That's a strange thing, having a freshman bunch gaod enough 
to beat a good regular senior team. 


A. Well, I like it alright. 


. Now, briefly, do you think CCNY is really good? 
Johns? 


A. Yes, I think Nat really has a fine team this year. That 
Holtzman is pretty nearly the best ball player around already. 
Rates up with the best of the NYU bunch, And City has the 
reserves. St. Johns will be better, NYU about as good as last year. 


Q. Well, that’s that. It looks like wait till next year and do pretty 
well this year in the meanwhile, not as bad as you sound anyhow. 
By the way, how about that gym you were trying to get? 

A. Oh, we're still saving nickels. It’s a nice dream yet. 


Q. Quick now, can I trap you into admitting that maybe this year's 
team will be really great? Do you think you'll beat Oregon to start? 

A. See me after the game. If my mind is to be changed about 
this team they'll just have to go out and change it for me by playing 
better ball than they’ve showed me yet.
